Egyptian Bnrlal*. 


3t has hitherto been supposed that in 
Egypt the practice of embalming the 
bodies of the dead and forming them 
into mummies was the most ancient 
method of sepulture, but Professor 
Flinders Petrie, the well known Egyp- 
tologist, has by recent excavations 
thrown quite a new light upon this 
question of the ancient method of dis- 
posing of the dead. At Deshasheh, a 
place about 50 miles south of Cairo, he 
has discovered a series of tombs, in the 
coffins of which he has found complete 
skeletons from which the flesh has been 
carefully dissected, evidently previous 
to burial. The coffins are of admirable 
workmanship, are made of sycamore 
and are in perfect preservation not- 
withstanding their 5,000 years'burial 
in the sand. It remains to be proved by 
further excavations whether the mutila- 
tion of the bodies was performed as a 
ceremonial rite or whether this removal 
of flesh from the bones points to canni- 
balism on the part of the ancient peo- 
ple.—Chambers' Journal

IHK WATER AND LIGHT «UKS I ION- 


The Agreement Between tlie Water 


Company and City Council JDoen not 
Stick, 
The agreement between tbe Reno 


Water and Light Company and the 
City Council, in relation to a bill con- 
cerning the purchase of the company's 
water a«d electric light plants, has 
bann cancelled. The Water Company 
will send in a bill substantially tbe 
same as tbe old one, providing for the 
appraising of their property under the 
condemnatory system; the question to 
be submitted to tbe people at a special 
election. Tbe City Council will pre- 
sent it bill providing for tbe payment 
of tbe sum agreed upon at 'the confer- 
ence meeting, viz., $125,000 and $75,000 
respectfully for tbe company's water 
and light plants and also appropria- 
tions of $15,000 and $50,000 additional 
to tbe purchase price, to make the 
necessnry improvements In case the 
people vote for tbe purchase of tbe old 
works. The Council will also present, 
another bill providing for tbe ques- 
tion of municipal disincorporation to 
be submitted to the people at the 
next general election. Tuis would be 
the fair, thing for tbe city was incor- 
poi-ated by a vote of tbe people, and to 
them ehonld certainly belong tbe right 
to decide tbe question of undoing tbeir 
own work, aud not to the legislature. 


Tba City Council bill first mentioned 


provides for tbe amount appropriated 
to be raised by tbe issuance of city 
bonds.
